Ex-Kai$er Urges 
W«r Against Russia 

NEW YORK (AP) —Former 
Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany has 
written hi* friend and biographer, 
Poultney Bigelow, that he be¬ 
lieves Germany, Great Britain 
and France should stop fighting 
each other and Join Finland 
against Soviet Russia. 

His letter, made public by i'r. 
Bigelow here, was mailed 
-January 16 from Wilhelm’s re¬ 
treat at Doom, Holland. 

"The magnificent stand of the 
Finns has smashed the nimbus 
of Bolshevism and set people 
thinking—with the result that the 
wish for peace Is gaining 
ground,” he wrote. 

‘The belligerents should stop 
fighting and Join their forces to 
help the Finns.

Ru¬ 
mania, Turkey, Greece and Jugoslavia are the 
four nations leklng pert In the discussion*.

The key state at the moment Is Rumania 
and her oil Is the bone of contention as far 
aa Bucharest's relationship with Berlin Is con¬ 
cerned. Hitler went* more on. much more, 
than he Is getting. Hints that he will apply 
pressure If he cannot have his way are natur¬ 
ally keeping Rumania on tenterhooks and, 
with her. the rest of the Balkans and Britain 
and France. Rumania Is endeavoring to per¬ 
suade her partners of the Little Entente to 
strengthen her economic hands. She wants 
to deal fairly with London and Paris, for 
British and French money has been invested 
heavily In her oil Industry, and she is anxious 
to find a way of placating. If not satisfying. 
Germany. The Reich tacitly admits thst oil 
Is * esse of life and death with her. 

In the background of today’s delibera¬ 
tions, of course, are the territorial claims 
ot Bulgaria and Hungary. On this scote Ru¬ 
mania again la perplexed. Bucharest has' 
suggested thst the** matters be left until 
European conditions are less provocative 
than they ars today. Germany and Rusaia . 
are losing no opportunity of prodding the 
revisionist states to maintain their Insistence 
on settlement* now. At beat, therefor*, the | 
picture Is not * pleasant on*.

(of vaccination) do result In an ( 
extremely high proportion of ( 
takes, a minimum of sever* ro- . 
action* and produce satisfactory , 
and dul-able Immunity. Th# State 
Commissioner of Health ha# re¬ 
vised Rule 4 of the Approved ( 
MetiT'' cf Vaccination: 

Single scratch method: This , 
consists of a single superficial . 
•cratch With a sterile needle. An 
attempt should be made not to 
draw blood. The scratch should j 
be no more than oneglghth of 
an Inch long and may be made 
through a drop of vaccine, or the 
vaccine may be applied afterward. 
The vaccine should be gehtly I 
rubbed Into th# scratch with the 
*<d* of the needle or other suit¬ 
able sterile Instrument. 

Multiple pressure method: This 
consists of pressures against the 
skin with the side of a needle 
point through a drop of vaccina. 
The needle la held parallel to the 
•kin and the flat aids pressed Into 
th* akin In such a way that the 
point of the needle pasaea through 
tha drop of vaccine. Although 
the needle Is merely pressed flat 
against the skin, the point will 
make a tiny but practically Invis¬ 
ible scratch which nevertheless la 
auffte’ent to Introduce th* virus 
Into lha superficial layers of the 
skin. From fire to ten pressures 
should be made rapidly, lifting 
the needle clear of the skin each 
time, with care to limit the Inaer 
tlon to a skin area not to exceed 
one millimetre ln diameter. If 
properly performed the akin will 
not be broken, and only a minute 
Indentation will be visible after 
the procedure at the point of vac-

PARIS (API—Tbs Polish gov¬ 
ernment In exile is piecing to¬ 
gether a story of atrocities In the 
German-occupied portion of Po¬ 
land which It says will rival or 
surpass the most barbarous treat¬ 
ment of a conquered people In 
history. 

In Its series of “white pqpera," 
which are being Issued periodic¬ 
ally and are to be assembled In a 
book later, the Polish govern¬ 
ment describes the land that Ger¬ 
many seized as one of hunger, 
stark fear, wrecked churches and 
hospitals, and executions. It says 
deportations of the populace are 
conducted with methodical bru 
taltty. 

A simitar paper was Issued last 
night by the Polish envoys to 
Italy and the Vatican. 

Tales of atrocities and suffering 
also are reported from that por¬ 
tion of Poland which fell to 
Soviet Russia, but the papers deal 
mostly with the part held by Ger¬
